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These Days

THE STATE* DEPARTMENT 
Stew art Alsop has perform ed a solid service 
by w riting an inform ative article on the S tate De­ 
partm ent which was published in “The Saturday 
Evening Post." 
The S tate D epartm ent has always been a t­ 
tacked for its own sins and for those of ot tiers in 
the governm ent and I m ust adm it th a t I have 
done as much complaining as anyone. In the 
Cuban situation it was clear to me that two Presi­ 
dents, two Secretaries of S tate and at least one 
U nder-Secretary were not properly and adequate­ 
ly informed, by their subordinates, as to w hat was 
going on. D uring the 1945-1948 period, it was 
clear th a t the top officials of our country w en ’ 
babes in the woods concerning China and much 
of w hat they then said has by now been proved 
to be untrue. It was an unfortunate situation but 
it then indicated th at the m achinery for g ath er­ 
ing, evaluating and moving inform ation forw ard 
was faulty. 
S tew art Alsop is m ore objective in his analysis 
than m ost of us have been. He has discussed this 
m atter w ith the present Secretary of S tate and 
with two previous ones and has come up with 
these conclusions: 
“First, there are too m any people in (the 
S tate D epartm ent). 
“Second, partly for this reason, the d ep art­ 
ment produces too m any ‘waffle papers’ . 
. and 
too few- clear, clean and rapid policy decisions. 
“Third, partly because there are so m any peo­ 
ple producing so many waffle papers, nobody — 
except the drones — has enough tim e to think. 
‘Fourth, for understandable reasons, the ca­ 
reer Foreign Service tends to put a g reater pre­ 
mium on avoiding m istakes than on bold and 
original thinking about foreign policy. 
“Fifth, our am bassadors abroad do not have 
enough independent authority and prestige. As 
one am bassador rem arked to me in Africa, ‘I have 
to ask W ashington for perm ission every tim e I 
w ant to go to the bathroom .’ 
“Sixth, too many departm ents and agencies 
have got into the foreign-policy act, thus w eaken­ 
ing the S tate D epartm ent’s authority." 
All of this is absolutely correct, but can it be 
cured? Difficulties are insuperable. The excessive 
staff and the deadvvood in the S tate D epartm ent 
are there because under the Foreign Service Act 
and the Civil Service Act and the V eterans Acts 
it is practically impossible to fire anybody. One 
solution m ight be to abolish the D epartm ent and 
sta rt all over again. This is, of course, absurd 
and impossible but even a blizzard has to be 
cleared away and when men are buried in paper, 
it does som ething to clear an opening. 
It would seem th a t every young man who 
comes in to sit at a desk feels that he is already 
a great authority, th a | he has read the literatu re 
and the papers and knows the subject as the 
Secretary of S tate or even the President cannot. 
So he is already a policy-m aker and he finds other 
young policy-m akers who can together work out 
policy — which could, as it has done about both 
China and Cuba, plague the nation for decades. 
They rem ind me of a business m an who was 
touring the w’orld and whom I m et in Shanghai 
and we were having a good time. Suddenly, he 
was like one dem ented. He said th at he had built 
up an enorm ous business and had a product, the 
brand name of which was known to all, which 
was then tru e; th at he had a son whom he had 
educated in several universities as a chem ist; th at 
the reason his product was successful was th at 
he carefully took out of it an ingredient which 
tended to grow rancid; that his brilliant, trained 
chemist son had decided th at this slow', costly 
step was inefficient. So he said, the business would 
be killed. It was. 
The fault to which I point is lack of discipline 
in tlfe S tate D epartm ent. The fellow who hides 
reports or who delays them should be fired no 
m atter who w ants to protect him. The blabber­ 
m outh should be fired. The security risk need not 
be a Com m unist; he m ight be a fellow who gets 
drunk at parties, he should be fired on charges. 
If a m anagerial under-secretary really w ent after 
it, he could do much. Com petent men would not 
be frightened and the D epartm ent will survive. 
There is much more in Alsop’s article to dis­ 
cuss and those who are interested would do well 
to read it.

The Rod Cross is perhaps the one symbol 
most, recognized and most welcomed by all 
mankind. 
In every part of town, in every section of 
the nation, in every comer of the world, the 
Red Cross stands for neighborly help 
whenever there is human need.

THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
Stewart Alsop has performed a solid service 
by writing an informative article on the State De­ 
partment which was published in “The Saturday 
Evening Post.*’ 
The State Department has always benn at­ 
tacked for its own sins and for those of others in 
the government and I must admit that I have 
done as much complaining as anyone. In the 
Cuban situation it was clear to me that two Presi­ 
dents, two Secretaries of State and at least one 
Under-Secretary were not properly and adequate 
ly informed, by their subordinates, as to what was 
going on. During the 1945-1948 period, it was 
clear that the top officials of our country were 
babes in th'' woods concerning China and much 
of what they then said has by now been proved 
to be untrue. It was an unfortunate situation but 
it then indicated that the machinery for gather­ 
ing, evaluating and moving information forward 
was faulty. 
Stewart ALsop is more objective in his analysis 
than most of us have been. He has discussed this 
matter with the present Secretary of State and 
with two previous ones and has come up with 
these conclusions: 
"First, there are too many people in (the 
State Department). 
"Second, partly for this reason, the depart­ 
ment produces too many ’waffle papers’ . 
. and 
too few- clear, clean and rapid policy decision*. 
“Third, partly because there are so many peo­ 
ple producing so many waffle papers, nobody — 
except the drones — has enough time to think. 
Fourth, for understandable reasons, the ca­ 
reer Foreign Service tends to put a greater pre­ 
mium on avoiding mistakes than on bold and 
original thinking about foreign policy. 
"Fifth, our ambassadors abroad do not have 
enough independent authority and prestige. As 
one ambassador remarked to me in Africa. ‘I have 
to ask Washington for permission every time I 
want to go to th© bathroom.’ 
"Sixth, too many departments and agencies 
have got into the foreign-policy act. thus weaken­ 
ing the State Department’s authority." 
All of this is absolutely correct, but can it be 
cured? Difficulties are insuperable. The excessive 
staff and the deadwood in the State Department 
are there because under the Foreign Service Act 
and the Civil Service Act and the Veterans Acts 
it ii practically impossible to fire anybody. One 
solution might be to abolish the Department and 
start all over again. This is, of course, absurd 
and impossible but even a blizzard has to be 
cleared away and when men are buried in paper, 
it does something to clear an opening. 
It would seem that every young man who 
comes in to sit at a desk feels that he is already 
a great authority, thai he has read the literature 
and the papers and know s the subject as the 
Secretary of State or even the1 President cannot. 
So he is already a policy-maker and he finds other 
young policy-makers who can together work out 
fjolicv — which could, as it has done about both 
China and Cuba, plague the nation for decades. 
They remind mr of a business man who was 
touring the w*orld and whom I met in Shanghai 
and we were having a good time Suddenly, he 
was like one demented. Ho said that he had built 
up an enormous business and had a product, the 
brand name of which was known to all, which 
was then true; that he had a son whom he had 
educated In several universities as a chemist; that 
the reason his product was successful was that 
he carefully took out of it an Ingredient which 
tended to grow rancid; that his brilliant, trained 
chemist son had decided that this slow, costly 
step was inefficient. So he said, the business would 
be killed. It was. 
The fault to which I point is lack (rf discipline 
In the State Department, The fellow who hides 
reports or who delay* them should be fired no 
matter who wants to protect him. The blabber­ 
mouth should be fired. The security risk need not 
be a Communist; he might be a fellow who gets 
drunk at parti en: he should be fired on charges. 
If a managerial undersecretary really went aft^r 
it, he could do much. Competent men would not 
be frightened and the Department will survive. 
There is much more in Alsop’s article to dis­ 
cuss and those who are Interested would do well 
to read it.

w a s interested In its local his­ 
tory, if any, James E. Phinney, 
who had 
defeated William 
D. 
Brannier for office of mayor of 
Kingston in 1899 with a majority 
of 904 votes, went to sea on a 
whaling vessel at the age of 14. 
He later shipped on- a merchant 
vessel, spending nine years at 
sea. In 18G1 he enlisted in the 
U, S. Navy and served 13 months 
on the Connecticut. After his dis­ 
charge, he enlisted in the 9th 
Massachusetts volunteers, which 
formed a part of the Fifth corps, 
amy 
of 
the 
Potomac. 
James 
Phinney distinguished himself in 
the Civil War battles of Antie- 
tam, 
Fredericksburg, 
Chancel­ 
lors Ville, Gettysburg, Mine Run 
and 
the 
Wilderness. 
He 
was 
wounded at Fredericksburg and 
later severly wounded at Spott- 
sylvania Court House, where he 
was captured by the rebels but 
was retaken by his comrades and 
sent to a Washington, D. C. hos­ 
pital. 
In 1867 he married Mary J. 
Van Valkenburgh, and also went 
Into the milling business at the 
old Twaalfskill 
Mill in Wilbur. 
In 1892 he served as city treas­ 
urer. In 1899 Mr. Phinney w'as 
elected Mayor of Kingston and 
it is said, his administration was 
marked by strict integrity and 
devotion to the interest of the 
taxpayers. James E. Phinney was 
also superintendent of the old 
Newark Lime and Cement Cb. 
He had been commander of the 
Pratt Post, G.A.R. He died at the

Phinney became our Chief of Po­ 
lice, and no doubt remem bet's 
some of the interesting Civil War 
stories, and also some whaling 
experiences his father must have 
told his children.

Some Very Handy 
Tools Are Listed 


By MR. FIX 
There are few projects you 
can 
tackle around the house 
without eventtually finding your­ 
self drilling holes. 
W ithout the proper equipment, 
this simple job can slow up, even 
halt, your work. And the result 
s likely to look like something 
chewed or chiseled instead of 
drilled. 
Brace Up 
Best tool for boring holes in 
wood is the brace. 
It will take 
auger bits for large holes, or 
twist drills with special shanks 
for smaller holes. 
The brace, a U-shaped tool 
with a round handle at one end 
and a drill chuck at the other, is 
useful also as a screwdriver. 
Get a brace with a ratchet to 
permit its use as a screwdriver, 
and to serve as an aid in work­ 
ing in tightt places. This is one 
tool for which you should be 
willing to spend a little more 
money. 
Check the action of the 
ratchet, look for smooth, bear­ 
ing action at the crank handle 
and the head of the brace. Wood 
parts should be a comfortable 
fit and well finished. 
Four-Sided 
Drill bits for a brace have 
four-sided ends for insertion in 
the chuck. The augu» l?it will do 
all the ordinary wood boring. 
Sizes range from & in. to 1 inch, 
and are gradu&teed by 16ths of 
an inch. To learn the size, check 
the number on the bit. 
No. 4 
would mean 4/16ths or V*. 
The twist drill lacks the screw 
point of the auger bit. It is used 
for boring small holes for bolts 
or 
for 
starting 
screws. 
The 
twist drill starts at an % th of an 
inch and is graduated in 32nds. 
One marked 8 would be 8/32nds 
or M in. 
The expansive bit is an auger 
bit with an adjustable cutting 
section. There is no twist to the 
shank, 
so pronounced 
in 
the 
auger bit. 
Sizes range from % 
to IV* in., and I 1* to 3 in. 
You’ll also want several screw­ 
driver bits and a countersink bit 
to go with your brace. 
Don’t Bore Through 
When you use an auger bit, 
never bore all the way through. 
It will splinter the hole as it 
emerges. 
As soon as the point 
shows through, stop and bore 
from the other side. 
For fast drilling of small holes 
a hand drill is useful. This uses 
twist drills with straight shanks, 
rhe hand drill is powered by a 
hand-powered wheel geared to 
the drive shaft with a chuck at 
the end. 
When using any type or drill, 
follow certain steps. 
Make cer­ 
tain the drill bit is tight in the 
chuck. 
Mark the center of the 
nole to be drilled. 
Use an awl 
on wood, a punch on metal. The

Keep the drill perpendicular 
to the work. 
If sighting along 
the tool doesn’t convince you, 
use a square.

Make certain that removable 
backs on television and radio 
sets are securely fastened. 
Electrical appliances 
with the 
exception of

heating elements such as irons, 
toasters

heaters— 
should be grounded. This is im­ 
portant in the kitchen, basement 
or garage where moisture is 
present and where the user him­ 
self is grounded. 
Run a wire from a bare metal 
screw on the body of the appli­ 
ance to a w ater pipe or some 
other metal object that makes 
contact with the ground.

Some Very Handy 


Tools Are Listed 


By MR. FIX 
There are few protects you 
can 
tackle around the house 
without eventually finding your­ 
self drilling holes. 
W ithout the proper equipment, 
this simple job can slow up, even 
halt, your work. And the result 
s likely to look like something 
chewed or chiseled instead of 
drilled. 
Brace Up 
Best tool for boring holes in 
wood is the brace. 
It will take 
auger bits for large holes, or 
twist drills with special shanks 
for smaller holes. 
The brace, a U-shaped tool 
with a round handle at one end 
and a drill chuck at the other, is 
useful also as a screwdriver. 
Get a brace with a ratchet to 
permit its use as a screwdriver, 
and to serve as an aid in work­ 
ing in tightt places. This is one 
tool for which you should be 
willing to spend a little more 
money. 
Check the action of the 
ratchet, look for smooth, bear­ 
ing action at the crank handle 
and the head of the brace. Wood 
part* should be a comfortable 
fit and well finished. 
Four-Sided 
Drill bits for a brace have 
four-sided ends for insertion in 
the chuck. The augur bit will do 
all the ordinary wood boring. 
Sizes range from ^4 in. to I inch, 
and are graduateed by 16th* of 
an inch. To learn the size, check 
the number on the bit. 
No. 4 
would mean 4/16ths or 
The twist drill lacks the screw 
point of the auger bit. It is used

As soon as the point 
shows through, stop and bore 
from the other side. 
For fast drilling of small holes 
a hind drill is useful. This uses 
twist drills with straight shanks 
Hie hand drill is powered by a 
hind-powered wheel geared

When using any type or drill, 
follow certain steps.

tain the drill bit is tight in the 
chuck.

It Was Home to Thomas Edison 
Any birthplace of a great 
man is fascinating. But of spe­ 
cial interest is the house in 
w h i c h Thomas Alva Edison 
was born. He invented the 
electric light and many other 
of our household needs. 
His birthplace is at Milan, 
Ohio. Edison’s father, Samuel, 
planned it and built it on the 
side of a hill. The lot on which 
it stands was bought in 1841 
by N a n c y Elliott Edison, 
his mother. 


The h o u s e consists of a 
basement and a street and an 
upper floor 
Thomas Alva Edison was 
the youngest of seven chil­ 
dren. He was born here on 
February 11, 1847. 
The house was sold by Edi­ 
son's parents in 1853 when 
the family moved to Port Hur­ 
on, Michigan. It was out of 
their possession for 41 years. 
But was bought back in 1894 
by Mrs. Marion Edison Page. 
Edison himself became its 
owner in 1906. 
The birthplace — after his 
death in 1931—was opened to 
the public as a memorial and 
house museum. It at first was 
the project of his wife and a 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
John 
Eyre 
Sloane. They then were the 
owners. 
The Edison Birthplace As­ 
sociation, Inc. was f o r m e d 
some years later. The associa­ 


tion now owns and maintains 
the museum. 
Visitors to the birthplace 
are told many things about 
Edison. One story is how he 
publicized his newly invented 
incandescent light. 
He wanted to demonstrate 
it by lighting up one square 
mile of New York City. But 
the city officials shook their 
heads. 
He invited a group of them 
to his laboratory. He ushered 
them into a room dimly lit 
by a single lamp. Then he 
c a l l e d 
out: 
“Throw 
the 
switch!” 
The 
room instantly was 
f l o o d e d with light from a 
score of his “electric lamps.” 
The officials were so im­ 
pressed that they gave per­ 
mission for him to install the 
first electric lights in New 
York.

Have you ever ridden on a 
ferry that takes people and 
cars back and forth across 
the river? Ferries—or shut­ 
tle rockets — will be needed 
in outer space too. 
Probably the United States 
rocket plane, the X-15, with* 
several changes will some day 
be just such a space ferry. 
This sleek, black craft has 
already been flown both fast­ 
er and higher than any other 
plane which the pilot can con­ 
trol completely. 
The present X-15 is carried 
aloft under the wing of a 
“mother” plane, the B-52 jet 
bomber. 
W’hen the carrier 
plane is at a good height, it 


releases the X-15. This rocket 
plane then turns on its own 
motor and zooms on upward. 
When 
the 
X-15’s rocket 
motor stops, this plane coasts 
on up for some time — just 
as you keep rolling in a wag­ 
on if you have been given 
a hard shove. At the end of 
its flight the X-15 coasts down 
and skids to a landing on one 
of the dry lake beds at Ed­ 
wards Air Force Base in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The new X-15, however, 
would not be carried aloft by 
a bomber — it would be 
rocketed into space by the 
first stage of a Saturn rocket. 
This is the most powerful 


rocket in the world — so far 
as we know.

But of spe­ 
cial interest is the house in 
w h i c h Thomas Alva Edison 
was born. He invented the 
electric light and many other 
of our household needs. 
His birthplace is at Milan, 
Ohio. Edison's father, Samuel, 
planned it and built it on the 
side of a hill. The lot on which 
it stands was bought in 1841 
by N a n c y Elliott Edison, 
his mother. 


The h o u s e consists of a 
basement and a street and an 
I upper floor. 
Thomas Alva Edison was 
the youngest of seven chil­ 
dren. He was born here on 
February l l , 1847. 
The house was sold by Edi­ 
son's parents in 1853 when 
the family moved to Port Hur­ 
on. Michigan. It was out of 
their possession for 41 years. 
Rut was bought back in 1894 
bv Mrs. Marion Edison Page. 
Edison 
himself became 
its 
owner in 1906. 
The birthplace — after his 
death in 1931—was opened to 
the public as a memorial and 
house museum. It at first was 
the project of his wife and a 
daughter, 
Mrs. 
John 
Eyre 
Sloane. They then were the 
owners. 
The Edison Birthplace As­ 
sociation, Inc. w as f o r m e d 
some years later. The associa­ 


tion now owns and maintains 
the museum. 
Visitors to the birthplace 
are told many things about 
Edison. One story is how he 
publicized his newly invented 
I incandescent light. 
He wanted to demonstrate 
it by lighting up one square 
mile of New York City. But 
the city officials shook their 
heads. 
He invited a group of them 
to his laboratory. He ushered 
them into a room dimly lit 
by a single lamp. Then he 
c a l l e d 
out: 
“Throw 
the 
switch!” 
The 
room 
instantly 
was 
f l o o d e d with light from a 
score of his “electric lamps.” 
The 
officials were 
so im­ 
pressed that they gave per­ 
mission for him to install the 
first electric lights in New 
York.
